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INTRODUCTION. 

The scene of the play lies at Sasa (116), where the 
Chorus are assembled in front of the palace. They con- 
sist of the chief men of the Persian court, to whom Xerxes 
had entrusted the management of afl&irs during his ab- 
sence. They express great fears for the safety and well- 
being of the large armament with which the young monarch 
had undertaken the enslayement of Greece, and pathetically 
detail the sufferings and anxiety of the parents and wives 
whom they had left behind (63), at the same time enume- 
rating a long catalogue of the warriors who had started 
on the expedition \ 

Atossa enters, and is reverentially saluted by the Chorus 
(150-8). She has passed a night of terror and anxiety in 
consequence of a dream, in which the Persian and Grecian 
powers were represented under the guise of two women, 
whom Xerxes attempted to subdue under the yoke (188, 
sqq). His failure with the Grecian woman, and subse- 
quent disgraceful fall (197) terrified Atossa, whose fears 
were confirmed by an omen which befel her as she went 
forth to ofier the purifications customary after an ill-boding 
dream (201-10), and she determined to seek counsel and 
consolation at the hands of her trustworthy counsellors.

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The Chorus bid her neither be too timid nor over con- 
fident, but to ofier up prayers and sacrifices to the gods and 
to her husband Darius, that all may be well (215-25). 
This Atossa promises to do, but first enquires, somewhat 
strangely <>, where Athens is situated, and asks other ques- 
tions as to its power and resources (238 -i5). The conyer- 
satioB is interrupted by the arrival of a messenger (249), 
who has been an eye-witness of the defeat and sufFerings of 
the Persian army, and has narrowly escaped with his own 
life (261). Afler a conversation alternated between his 
own hurried exclamations and the lamentations of the 
Chorus — Atossa being however consoled with the fact that 
Xerxes is alive (290)^he proceeds to give a most spirited 
account of the sea fight, in which the hopes of the Persians 
were crushed (853 — 132), and of the effect of the failure 
upon Xerxes (465), who had witnessed it from a high 
ground near the sea coast He concludes with a detail of 
the miseries sustained by those who had perished on their 
way homewards, or had with difficulty contrived to escape 
(480--514). 

After some bitter lamentations, Atossa departs in order 
to get ready the offerings proper for the deed (523), ex- 
horting the Chorus to keep up the spirits of the king when 
he returns, and not to saSer him to give way to the danger* 
ous influence of despair. After the Chorus have bemoaned 
their misfortune in painful terms (532 — 96), the queen 
returns with the libations(610--18), with which she wishes 
to evoke the soul of Darius from the shades below. The 
Chorus join in a solemn invocation, eulogising the character

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and great suocesi' of the late king, and the shade of 
Darius rises ^. 

After complaining of the difficulty of leaving the dignity 
which he occupied as a king among the shades helow (691), 
he exhorts the Chorus to hasten to state their wishes, 
ceasing from useless fear (702), and calls upon his wife to 
atate the reason for their haying summoned him from the 
nether-world. In the conversation which ensues, he shews 
a knowledge of the circumstances somewhat inconsistent 
with the questions he asks (cf. vss. 715, 17, 19 etc. with 
746 — 9), and ascribes the conduct of Xerxes to an infa- 
tuation sent upon him by the gods. Atosss, in her reply, 
attributes it to the injudicious counsel of those who had 
excited an undue thirst for glory in the mind of the young 
king, by- comparing his inactivity with the exploits of his 
father (753--^7)« Darius, in reply, gives a brief sketch of 
the rise and progress of the Perrsian empire, under Astyages 
(765), Cyaxares, Cyrus, Cambyses, Smerdis the Mage 
(774), and his own reign, at the same time accusing 
Xerxes of having neglected his advice (783), and de- 
nouncing any further attempts to subjugate Greece (790). 
After giving some further details of the miseries which 
yet await the survivors, he bids Atossa prepare to receive 
her son in a garb of a less melancholy character than the 
torn robes she now wears (835), and to seek to console 
him. He then returns to the abodes of darkness (839).

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Xerxes enters (909), and the rest of the play is taken up 
with lamentations alternating (sometimes with almost ludi- 
crous effect) between himself and the Persians. 

It may be well to observe that ^schylus makes no refe- 
rence to the preyious intention of Darius to invade Greece, 
and revenge himself on the Athenians (Herod. vL 4), nor 
of the unwillingness which Xerxes at first expressed {itL 
▼ii. 6). Nor does he say anything about the successful 
campaign which Xerxes had already made against ^gypt 
{ibU,) 

As is the case with most Greek tragedies, the scene 
opens before mid-day, as is evident from the introduction 
of the dream of Atossa, which she would not fail to com- 
municate to her counsellors as early as possible. 

The battle of Salamis took place Olymp. 75, 1. . In the 
third year of the same Olympiad, Phrynichus brought out 
his tragedy of the Phcenisss*. And in Ol. 76, 4, when 
Meno was archon, ^schylus produced the present one 
on the same subject, at the same time bringing out the 
Phineus, Glaucus Potniensis, and Prometheus Ignifer.
